Judge Gear 
will be asked to again cite the Deputy 
Auditor, High/ Sheriff and four police- 
men for contempt of court, and under 
bin previous'ruling they are now liable 
•to punishment for disobeying the man- 
vdates of the court If, however,-the 


• second Judge does attempt to act, the 
vrapreme court will? *e' asked to pro- 
: hitait him from farther proceeding with 


the case pending .a decision upon the 
appeal which has already been taiken. 


Austin did not attempt- to secure 


service of the writ through tbe High 
Sheriff, but secured service through 
Ellis, who, under Ae Humphreys bailiff 
act, IB given the same powers as 'a 
sheriff. 


Ashford secured copies of the writ 


of mandamus from Judge Gear shortly 
after 2 o'clock yesterday afternoon, 
and these were certified to by Clerk J. 
A/Thompson. One of the copies had 
been made part of the court files, hav- 
ing been introduced in evidence by the 
Attorney General at the hearing of the 
contempt cases, hut it was withdrawn 
by Gear and signed for service. Bailiff 
BUlis served the writ of mandamus 
upon Deputy Auditor (Meyers before 3 
o'clock by showing the original order 
and giving Mm a copyi Meyers accept- 
ed service upon the advice of Deputy 
Attorney $enejal Gathcart, ;and Elite

Immediately upon the Introduction of 


the resolution the debate, which took up 
nearly all the morning session, began. 
Senator Baldwin took the ground that 
since the Senate had been called for a 
specific purpose it was not proper to 
BOW interject such matter into the busi- 
ness of the body. 


Kalauokalani in seconding1 the motion 


thought It was perfectly proper, which 
brought Senator Baldwin to his feet 
again. He said nothing could be done 
in conflict with the spirit of the call 
•f the Governor, but Achi declared that 
there was no specific purpose that could 
be urged. He said any business that 
might be brought up was pertinent now 
and declared that if the Senate waited 
until the regular session it would not 
be possible to pass any municipal legis- 
lation. Every party had declared for it

There Is much to be thankful for In 


this year of grace and plenty. Speak- 
ing In a purely local sense things are In 
better form than they were a year ago 
and they augur well for the year to 
come. The great staple, Upon which 
the prosperity of the Territory depends, 
Is selling better In the markets of the 
world and as a consequence the money 
outlook la hopeful. 
Great landed In- 


vestments here add to the factors of 
business security. A cable Is coming 
to relieve the Isolation of centuries and 
In a few weeks Honolulu will be In 
touch with the dally news of the world. 
Thanks to a rising public spirit, show- 
ing Itself at the ballot-box, good prin- 
ciples have been Infused into the legis- 
lative branch of the government and 
Into our representation at the seat of 
federal authority. 
The courts have 


been made more respectable and the 
guarantees of Justice increased. Re- 
ligion haa lost no ground and. the health 
of the people has not been clouded by 
epidemics. There have been no public 
disasters, no want that home bounty 
was not sufficient to relieve, and the 
peace of the community has not been 
broken by any serious conflict of In- 
terests. 


THE AUSTIN HEARING. 


It appears that, during the Investiga- 


tion made by a committee of the Sen- 
ate of the Auditor's department, Mr. 
Austin was given the chance to be 
heard which the Governor freely prof- 
fered but which Mr. Austin then de- 
clined. 
Why "he declined we are not 


permitted to know, but Judging from 
his subsequent eagerness to get the ear 
of the public, and set himself aright, 
it may be supposed that he was misled 
into a course which after-reflection did 
not approve. In that event the Ill-luck 
which seems to have left his explana- 
tion to the Senate committee In eclipse 
and kept the public, to whom Mr. Aus- 
tin has so frequently appealed, In Ig- 


••vnorance of Its tenor, bears rather se- 


verely upon him. 
When an accused 


man is urgent to justify himself in the 
minds of bis fellow citizens and has 
gone before a Senate committee to do 
so, it seems unfair and unreasonable 
to dpprlve him of the full publicity he 
seeks. 


Besides the people themselves must 


be considered. They are the ones who 
employed Mr. Austin and they are 
anxious to know whether he Is worthy 
of their trust. If he Is, they would like 
a ehance to express themselves in an 
appreciative way and make things as 
pleasant for the Auditor as they cati. 
They do not want to misjudge him a 
day longer. 


It may be that the Senate committee 


Intends, on making its report, to cover 
the Austin interview as fully as would 
have been done had the hearing been and no hostile incursions of any*kind, 
la the presence of reporters; and that 
The world has also been prospering.

been one of reasonable quiet, of abund- 
ance and of increasing wealth. .Colonial 
war has subsided and foreign trade has 
advanced to a point which gives the 
United States a commanding position 
in the world's markets.

foreign nations has suffered no abate- 
ment and in some instances has been 
strengthened. 
Higher education has 


received a notable Impetus; religious 
conditions have not been wrenched by 
new forms of attack and the nation has 
passed through no epidemics o^dlsease

AMERICAN BUSINESS ACTIVITY. 
The phenomenal activity of the whole 


country Is illustrated by some figures, 
Just prepared by the Treasury Bureau 
of'Statistics, showing the conunerce on 
the Great I^akes during the month of 
July and the seven months ending with 
July. The chain of Great Lakes which 
stretches from New York at the east 
to Minnesota at the west transports a 
large proportion of the products of a 
dozen States in which are included^the 
principal agricultural, mining, jand for- 
estry sections of the country. 
The 


measurement of the commerce of the 
lakes, therefore, is an important ex- 
ponent of the business activities of the 
country. Thia is accomplished by the 
figures of the Treasury Bureau of 
Statistics which show that the total 
freight receipts at 144 receiving ports 
on the lakes were 25,718,826 net tons in 
the first seven months of the year, com- 
pared with 18,891,257 net tons in the 
corresponding months of last year. 


The statistical measurement of trade 


on the Great Lakes has been greatly 
developed by the Bureau of Statistics 
within the past few years.

A. M. Brown, high sheriff, and Henry 


C. Meyers escaped punishment in the 
contempt oases for refusing to allow 
Auditor Austin entrance into his office 
because of the failure of proper service 
of the writ of mandamus. 


Judge Gear, in dismissing the con- 


tempt proceedings, held, however, that 
an appeal did not stay the execution 
of the writ and a similar refusal after 
legal service will probably call for pun- 
ishment from the second judge, unless 
he is stayed by a writ of prohibition 
or other order from the supreme <>ourt. 


"A writ of mandamus is 
different 


from an ordinary writ," said Judge 
Gear, "and courts are divided as to 
whether there ia an appeal from such 
an order; if at all, it is by certi- 
orari. The supreme court holds that 
contempt is a special and extra pro 
ceeding, and criminal In its nature. 


"The statute provides that there can 


be no return to a writ of mandamus, 
excepting absolute obedience to the 
mandates of the court, and •while I 
have great respect for the defendants 
and their legal adviser, I would not 
hesitate to Inflict punishment if requir- 
ed to enforce the orders of the court. 


"After careful consideration of the 


questions presented, it is my opinion 
that there was no proper service of this 
writ. A copy of this writ was ob- 
tained and delivered to the defendant 
by Mr. Ashford, whereas the law pro- 
vides for service in a specific way. 
The writ must be served in accordance 
with law to place the parties in con- 
tempt. 
Mandamus is different from 


injunction, and while refusal 'to obey 
an injunction Is contempt, the same 
rule applies to mandamus only when 
the writ is properly served. 
The 


writ must be served by the high sher- 
iff or other peace officer and the only 
return to such service is implicit obe- 
dience, unless the writ is superseded
